Service was in no 
way

rupted, and the supply was suffi­ 
cient at all times to meet all de­ 
mands. 
Th e watelr came from the 
Palm Springs reservoir, which is 


supplied by springs in Chino Can­ 
yon and Snow Creek Canyon. 


Ju st to satisfy everybody concerned, 
the Palm Springs W ater Company ask­ 
ed the county health departm ent to 
inspect the local w ater supply, 
and 
after a thorough test, the health de­ 
partm ent gave the w ater company its 
official O. K. 
The inspectors found 
the w ater very pure, and stated it Is 
unnecessary to boil Palm Springs wa­ 
ter because it has not been contam in­ 
ated. 
The uninterrupted supply of pure 
w ater was not accidental. 
W hen the 
w ater lines w ere built possible floods 
or other disasters were taken into con­ 
sideration.

debts owing the United States. 
Finland has been paying regularly, and it is 
possible a bunch of Finns have moved down into 
Hungary. 
President F. D. Roosevelt will send to Con­ 
gress the Hungarian proposal for settlement of 
her debt to the United States. 
Hungary wants to pay about $39,999 a year 
for thirty years instead of about $77,000 for fifty 
years. 
She would eliminate all interest but pay 
the entire principal of her debt. 
State Department experts figure that if all 
debtor nations were permitted term s similar to 
those of Hungary’s offer, the United States would 
receive about $7,500,000,000 instead of about $12,­ 
000,000,000.

She was picked up by a truck driver and taken 
to a hospital. Later, twins were born to her. They 
weighed four and three-quarters and four and a 
half pounds. 
“You boys don’t know about 
the 
hardship 
wrought by floods.” 


CALI FOR NOLOG Y 


Another of the old mining camps of ’49er days 
in California, Fourth Crossing, a bustling commun­ 
ity. is noted, among other things, as 
the place 
where the first justice’s court in Calaveras county 
was located. 
The Crossing is situated on the Mother Lode 
highway between San Andreas and Angels Camp 
and for a time was the center of early placer min­ 
ing on the San Antone creek. 
An enterprising settler named Foreman was 
among the early residents and forthwith set up a 
toll bridge here* together with a combined store, 
saloon, stage depot, and general repair shop—all 
enterprises deemed necessary in any early min­ 
ing camp. The district later was named for Fore­ 
man. 
Among the early scholars who received 
schooling at the public school were Federal Dis­ 
trict Judge George Cosgrave, Los Angeles: and his 
brothers. 
Quartz mining has been developed in recent 
years. 
Although accounts differ, Fourth Crossing ap­ 
parently derived its unique name because it was 
the fourth crossing on the road between Stock­ 
ton and Murphy’s diggings. 


HASTEN FLOOD CONTROL 


The flood should be the means of hastening 
the flood control projects as outlined by the U. 
S. Army engineers in Riverside recently. The proj­ 
ects include plans for flood control in Banning 
canyon, Whitewater river and other streams in 
the Southland. 
The flood brought home the crying need of 
control of raging waters. Sometimes that which 
seems to be punishment turns out to be a blessing. 
If, in the course of human events, flood control 
comes early as a result of the major disaster that 
has been visited upon Southern California, then 
there will have been merit in the chastisement 
given this ordinarily sunny land. 
An amplified 
program 
of 
flood control 
throughout California under the supervision of U. 
S. Army engineers was laid before a house com­ 
mittee by Congressman John F. Dockweiler, fol­ 
lowing a review of reports from the $50,000,000 
damage inflicted on the Southland in the 
past 
week. 
Congressman Dockweiler’s new program be­ 
fore the committee includes widespread additions 
to proposed projects in the Army Supply Bill now 
before the sub-committee of which he is a mem­ 
ber. 
The tremendous strain which 
was 
placed 
against construction work done by U. S. engineers 
in the Southern California area in this latest catas­ 
trophe shows clearly that these engineers plan 
and construct projects that are capable of with­ 
standing the tremendous pressure of the elements, 
Dockweiler believes. 
“There is in Southern California today,” 
Dockweiler said, “widespread destruction, bridges 
have fallen, houses have disappeared in the tor­ 
rents of water, highways have collapsed, 
land­ 
slides have endangered major 
arteries, 
homes 
have been inundated, many rivers and stream s 
have changed their courses and scores of lives 
have been lost. 
“This onslaught of flood waters which caused 
the changes in stream beds indicates to me that 
resurvey in many areas must be made to assure 
safety of life and prevention of destruction in fu­ 
ture weather disturbances which cannot be es­ 
caped. 
The efficiency of U. S. Army engineering proj­ 
ects demonstrated in this recent period of destruc­ 
tion has shown clearly that the army department 
will and can plan and provide projects for future 
safety. 


The Duchess who married the former King of 
England, struggling with the job of running a com­ 
plicated household, in France, is waiting impa­ 
tiently for the arrival of new liveries to outfit her 
staff of 20 servants before embarking on any big 
scale entertaining. It must be some job to cook 
for twenty servants, and it is hoped the duchess 
can withstand the ordeal. 


EXPECTANT FATHER 


The sufferings of “expectant fathers” 
have 
long been a source of innocent merriment to news­ 
paper paragraphers and gag writers. To doctors, 
nurses and hospital orderlies, however, they are 
probably more of a nuisance than of comic relief 
to the miracle of birth. 
We suspect therefore that the apparent con­ 
cern of the Western Hospital association for the 
poor fellow has behind it more of a purpose to get 
him out of the way than to alleviate his pain. Un­ 
der the pretext of giving him “homey” surround­ 
ings in which to do his worrying the idea seems 
to put him in an isolation ward where he will be 
out of the way. 
He is to have comfort and pri­ 
vacy and soothing colors on the walls, but what 
he needs is a shot of chloroform. 
Objection has been raised to medical devices 
for easing the labor pains of mothers on 
the 
ground that it is unscriptural and therefore im­ 
moral. No such objection can be raised to admin­ 
istering the twilight sleep treatment to “expectant 
fathers.”—Exchange. 


There has been little change in the business 
statistics of late. What change has occurred has 
been generally unfavorable. 
To quote Business 
Week, “Activity and sentiment in business con­ 
tinue at a low ebb.” Today, “sentiment” is much 
more important than “activity.” 
All 
industrial 
leaders are looking to Washington. 
There 
has 
perhaps never been a period in American affairs 
when the present and future status of business 
were so closely related to the acts and purposes 
of the central government. Late reports indicate 
that high officials are definitely worried that the 
current depression will continue longer than was 
expected. The president’s policy seems to be in 
a state of flux and uncertainty. 


ECONOMIC HIGHLIGHTS 
i 
During the week following Anthony Eden’s 
resignation, a contemporary writer read scores 
of editorials and articles published in the foreign 
and domestic press regarding the Chamberlain 
policy of cooperation and conciliation with 
the 
fascist powers, especially Italy. 
From this read­ 
ing, one highly significant fact emerged. In Ger­ 
many and Italy, of the big countries, the Cham­ 
berlain government was highly praised, and the 
retirement of Eden greeted with hurrahs. In the 
democratic countries, to the contrary, the British 
cabinet change was viewed with bewilderment, 
alarm and fear. 
That is 
particularly 
true 
of 
France, which has been placed in a difficult posi­ 
tion—France’s old-time ally has been 
England, 
which she counted on to work with her in holding 
the dictatorships in place, and now it seems that 
the British lion is no longer ready to roar on be­ 
half of the tri-color. 
And it is also true of 
the 
United States. 
With few exceptions, the prin­ 
cipal 
newspapers and leading commentators 
think that with Eden’s going went the last hope 
for maintaining and extending the old ideas, of 
democratic freedom abroad. Also of great impor­ 
tance is the fact that some of the British perio­ 
dicals and publicists have denounced Chamberlain 
in terms rarely applied to a Prime Minister. 
So far as the United States is concerned, the 
new policy of English friendliness toward the fas­ 
cists—which Lord Cranborne, former British un­ 
dersecretary for foreign affairs, 
who 
resigned 
with Eden, characterized as “not a contribution 
to peace, but a surrender to blackmail"—has ap­ 
parently completely blasted all chances of an Am- 
erican-English alliance, whereby the two nations 
would work together to preserve the peace of the 
world by presenting a united front to 
possible 
belligerents. More important, as Dorothy Thomp­ 
son recently wrote, it has created a potentially 
grave problem from the standpoint of our interests 
in South America. 
Briefly described, that problem is this: Ger­ 
many, Itaiy and Japan, under the Rome-Berlin- 
Tokio Axis agreement, are pledged to aid each 
other, tacitly if not actively, in territorial expan­ 
sion. These powers are eager to get for them ­ 
selves the trade and resources of the greatest lit­ 
tle-exploited continent on earth. South America. 
Brita’n, whose export markets are declining, is 
also looking toward 
the western hemisphere. 
There is an excellent chance that Britain will come 
to the conclusion that it is to her economic self­ 
interest to work with the dictatorships in expand­ 
ing their influence, trade and possessions in the 
south. Miss Thompson puts it bluntly, in these 
words: 
“Would Britain not, in effect, be under 
both a military and economic compulsion to fol­ 
low, not the policy of the United States in South 
America, but that of Italy, Germany and Japan?” 
In brief, will Britain seek for future allies, not the 
democracies, France and the United States, but 
the totalitarian governments, on the theory that 
this will give her the best chance to preserve her 
empire? 
v 
Little has been heard of this as yet—much 
will be heard in the future. For there seems to be 
an excellent chance that we will have to change 
our ideas toward Britain. Even those Americans 
who have not succumbed to Anglophobia, have re­ 
garded England as a natural and inevitable ally 
of the United States and France in any difficulty, 
have taken for granted the pride and power of 
John Bull, and have more or less thought that the 
cause of European democracy was safe so long 
as the Empire lasted. 
But now 
the 
belief is 
spreading that England is really little interested 
in ideals, and is pursuing a policy of temporary 
advantage, in an effort to stave off a day of reck­ 
oning between democracy and fascism. 
A 
few 
commentators take the view that England is defi­ 
nitely done as a first-raté power. Thus, Oswald 
Garrison Villard, following a long summary of re­ 
cent events and their preceding 
causes, 
says: 
“Where does this leave England? 
Why, reduced 
to a third-rate power in the world. 
Humbled by 
Italy in Spain and the Mediterannean, by Hitler 
in the Rhineland, in Danzig, in Austria—all along 
the line.” Whether or not this view is true, it is 
an inescapable conclusion that the fascists have 
made immense strides in this chaotic world—and 
the democracies have slipped backward in influ­ 
ence and prestige.

Why Waste Money 
To Rebuild Road 
In River Bottom? 


(AN E D IT O R IA L ) 


Since last week's heavy rain it has 
been suggested by a number of think­ 
ing Cathedral City citizens that the 
s ta te should abandon the new road be­ 
tween Araby wash and Cathedral City 
and should go hack to the old road on 
higher ground next to the mountains. 
This would confine the flood dificulty 
to one point, the Araby wash. 


From Araby wash to a point approx­ 
imately opposite Cree's Ranch, where 
the old and the new road join, the 
new road seems to have proven to he 
som ew hat unsatisfactory. 
Although 
a straighter. faster road than the old 
one th at follows the foot of the hills, 
the new road appears to be very sus­ 
ceptible to flood damage between the 
Iwo above mentioned points. Both last 
season and this season, water has run 
dow n this stretch of the new road, 
which seems to be built right in the 
bottom of a natural wash, and has 
w ashed out large sections of highway 
and at other points has covered it 
with sand, mud. and other debris. 
The old road next to the mountains 
on th e other hand on both of the 
above mentioned occasions remained 
high and dry. and had to be used as 
a detour while the new road was be­ 
ing repaired and dug out. 
If it is going to lie necessary to do 
expensive repair work on this stretch 
of highway every year, it would seem 
that the smart thing to do would be 
to abandon the stretch of new road 
betw een the Araby wash and the point 
approximately 
opposite 
the 
C.ree 
Ranch, where the old and 
the 
new 
roads join, and to go back to the old 
road between these two points. 


If the road is to he rebuilt again in 
the natu ral wash, and that seems to be 
the case, it will continue to wash out 
every few years. 
While on the other 
hand, the old road remained unhurt 
through the big storm last week, one 
of the most severe in the history of 
this desert region. 


T he old road could be repaired at a 
nom inal cost, the main objection to it 
being that it is full of chuck holes. It 
could be made into a faster road, if 
so desired, by knocking off the points 
of the hills a little more. 
Anyway, if 
a large amount of money can he saved 
by so doing, motorists can put up with 
the slight inconvenience of using the 
slower old road for this short distance. 


This old road next to the hills should 
he used by the state until such time 
as the planned by-pass around Palm 
Springs across the desert is built, at 
which time the state should turn hack 
to Riverside County 
a 
usable road 
ra th e r than a wash. 


At a luncheon meeting of the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce held 
on 
Tuesday 
noon of this week at the Totem Pole 
Cafe the community bail for Cathedral 
City, construction of which will com­ 
mence in tlie near future, 
was 
the 
main topic up for discussion. 
Vice President C. M. Gepfert pre­ 
sided at the meeting at which it was 
brought out that the method of financ­ 
ing the new hall has 
been 
decided 
upon and all arrangements made, and 
that construction will commence in 
the very near future on a lot facing 
"A" street adjoining the Nevada-Cali­ 
fornia Power Corporation sub-station. 
The new hail will be a frame build­ 
ing to lie used as a meeting place for 
the cham ber of commerce and for vari­ 
ous other types of civic gatherings. 
Also a lean-to type structure will he 
attached to the community hall 
in 
which to house the Cathedral City fire 
fighting equipment. 
At the meeting Tuesday the local 
sanitation problem was also discussed. 
Due to the fact that a few thought­ 
less persons persist in dumping their 
garbage and other refuse on the des­ 
ert. rath er than to avail themselves 
of the local garbage disposal facilities, 
it was decided that 
the 
Riverside 
county health officer should be asked 
to visit Cathedral City to make a sur­ 
vey of the local situation, make sug­ 
gestions to the Chamber of Commerce. 
• and make some rulings concerning the 
matter. The situation is not a danger­ 
ous one at the present time nor is it 
alarming in any sense of the word, 
but people should he made to realize 
the necessity of proper garbage and 
refuse disposal and the value of avail­ 
ing themselves of the local garbage 
service before such time 
as 
some 
alarming situation should arise from 
this promiscuous dumping of refuse 
on the desert.

It’s about Captain Paul 


Riggs of Cathedral City, a carpen- 
ture with Pinckert's Palm Springs 
Carpenter Shop across the street 
from the Palm Springs Builders 


Supply Co. 


Captain Riggs was lost at sea 
for 115 days in a 40-foot boat; his 
rudder and 
topm ast were 
gone 
and his batteries needed to oper­ 
ate his motor were dead, so he 
had to drift with the wind most of 
the time. 
It is said that th is is 
the longest time in history that 
one man alone in a small boat has 
been lost at sea, and survived to 


tell the tale. 
Captain Riggs’ story was verified 


by the 
Hearst 
newspapers 
and 
customs officials who 
inspected 
his ship's papers and checked up 


on the data. 


Captain Riggs sailed 
on 
April 28. 
1932, from Dutch Harbor, Unalaska, 
where he had been for two years 
halibut fishing in Behring Sea. 
He un­ 
dertook to sail to Seattle in a 40-foot 
boat that he had remodeled himself. 
While sailing across the Gulf of Alas­ 
ka on his second day out’; a squall 
that lasted less than a half m inute 
tore off his top mast and rudder and 
the prevailing winds carried him far 
out to sea and his batteries, needed 
to operate his motor, ran down before 
he could make a jury rudder and rig 
up a sail. 
He then headed south until 
July 4th in order to get into warm er 
waters. 
On that day there w as so 
little wind that he didn't move three 
miles all day. 
He was then 960 miles 
northeast of Honolulu. 
On his 48th day out he sighted a 
steam er hound from Kobi, Japan, to 
Seattle. 
It was at night, and with his 
flashlight, 
using 
the 
International 
Code, he sent the following message 
to the steamer: 
’’This is the gas boat, “Novi,” under 
sale Dutch Harbor to Seattle. Topmast 
carried away, rudder missing.” 
The steam er signaled back by lights 
from their yardarm, stating they un­ 
derstood 
the 
message 
and 
would 
transmit it to Seattle. 
Captain Riggs 
could have been 
taken 
aboard 
the 
steamer, but he would have had to 
abandon his boat and valuable equip­ 
m ent which he did not want to lose, 
so he decided to stick with his ship. 
When the news of the small boat 
adrift reached Seattle via the steam er 
with which Captain Riggs had com­ 
municated. it immediately made head­ 
lines in the American newspapers. 
Soon afterward lie encountered an­ 
other severe storm, which carried him 
south to a point 100 miles off the 
coast of Mexico. 
He headed northwest, and after sev­ 
eral months more the first land he 
sighted was the twin 
peaks 
about 
half way between San Pedro and Sau 
Francisco. 
There Riggs was picked 
up by Captain 
Brown, 
sailing the 
salvage tug, Commissioner, which took 
him to Avilla on August 20, 1932. 
He hadn't been there 
10 
minutes 
when a reporter and a photographer 
arrived in an airplane and got his 
story and pictures exclusively. 
He 
was dined and cared for like a king j 
for some time. 
Captain Riggs had 
lived 
on 
five i 
spoons of beans twice a day during the | 
last 
three 
months of his lonesome i 
voyage, and he lost 
more 
than 5 0 ! 
pounds In weight. 
Experienced sea- i 
men reported that only a seaman with ¡ 
extraordinary 
stamina 
and 
a b ility . 
could have survived such a voyage. I 
He had plenty of w ater which he I 
obtained by catching rain water In a 
sail and running it into a keg. 
By the time he was rescued he had 
burned for fuel every available piece 
of wood ¡11 his small boat in order to 
cook his beans and to keep warm. 
During the long voyage, he rem ain­ 
ed awake at night to watch for ships. 


and slept during the day when he 
would be more apt to he sighted by 
passing ships. 
For two years Captain Riggs had 
been chief carpenter on the President 
bouts of tbe Dollar Line, and he has 
chief mate's papers. 
Captain Riggs had very little read­ 
ing m atter with him, and he read 
his Bible through twice 
and 
many 
chapters a number of times. 
Tliis was the second time he had 
to do with very little food at sea for 
a considerable 
time. 
While 
sailing 
across the Bay of Biscay off the coast 
of Portugal, in 
a 
wooden war-built 
boat right after the close of the World 
War, the boat lost its entire deck 
load in a storm, and the small amount 
of food remaining had to he rationed 
among the men for 33 days. 
They 
had planned on making the trans-At­ 
lantic trip in 17 days, but due to severe 
storms, it took them 33 days. 
On another trip down the coast of 
Mexico, he picked 
up 
the 
famous 
Dana and Ginger Lamb, who were sail­ 
ing from California 
to 
the Panam a 
Canal in a 16-foot boat, and took them 
to Guaymas, 
but 
Mexican officials 
would not let them land. 
He then 
took them to Manziniila, where they 
had the same experience, 
and 
then 
back to Guaymas, where they were 
permitted to land the second time, 
The Lambs then proceeded south in 
their small boat. 
Captain and Mrs. Riggs have lived 
at Cathedral City since last November, 
and he has been employed in Palm 
Springs ever since that time. 
H e is 
an 
expert 
carpenter 
and 
cabinet 
maker. 
C. C. Powell, 
custom 
official 
at 
Avilla, was negotiating with a motion 
picture company 
to 
have Captain 
Riggs re-enact part of his experiences 
for a motion picture feature, when 
Powell was taken sick and died, Riggs 
has told his story on a radio broad­ 
cast.

the community for 12 hours until 
it was learned that a third road to 
the main highway was in passable 
condition.

Incorporation Election 
Tuesday, April 12, To 
Chose 7 Councilmen 


T he incorporation election will be held on Tuesday, A pril 12, and the 
boundaries and seven wards of the city will be just as subm itted by the 
incorporation committee and which had been decided afjer more than a 
year of local studies, conferences and hearings. This was the ruling of the 
county board of supervisors last M onday. 


T here will be seven polling places, one in each of th e seven districts, 
and the residents of each district will choose their own councilman at this 
election. In addition they will elect a city clerk and a city treasurer. 


A t the hearing M onday, a wire was received from property owners 
in the A raby tract, asking that the tract be not included in the corporation, 
but the protest was not allowed and the boundaries were established as in 
the petition. 


Thom as Lipps also asked that the election date be put over a week 
or more, but his request was denied by the county supervisors. 


T here will probably be tw o ballots, one containing the following 
propositions: 
"For Incorporation” and “Against Incorporation,” and the 
other will have the names of the candidates. T he voters of each district 
will only vote for one councilmanic candidate of their ow n district and all 
will vote for clerk and treasurer and on incorporation. 


If incorporation carries, at their first meeting, the newly-elected coun­ 
cil will choose one of their num ber as mayor, and other necessary city 
officials, such as city judge. 
T hey will also have the right to pass an 
ordinance taking the police, fire, and sanitary districts info the city gov­ 
ernm ent, which will automatically relieve the present three boards which 
are adm inistering the affairs of the three special districts, and all will come 
under the adm inistration of the mayor and city council. 
T hen it will be 
necessary for the council to appoint the police chief, the fire chief, and 
the sanitary inspector, and theit staffs.

The D isaster Loan C orporation was 
created by Act of Congress approved 
F ebruary 11, 1937. 
T he 
Reconstruc­ 
tion Finance C orporation was author­ 
ized to subscribe for its capital stock 
and provide m anagem ent.

tion was given to m ake loans upon 
such term s and conditions and in such 
m anner as may be determ ined to he 
necessary or ap p ro p riate because of 
floods or other catastrophies in the 
y ear 1937.

Aqueduct Not 
Damaged By 
The Storm 


The gigantic “aqueduct works” ex­ 
tending from the Colorado River to 
I,os Angeles came through the flood 
without mishap. Damage was confined 
to roads itnd small bridges. 
Yesterday ended one of the largest 
excavation jobs in construction history 
on the aqueduct. 
Approximately 17,090.000 tons of 
earth and rock have been removed in 
ail for the fifty-five miles of concrete 
conduits to he installed, according to 
F. E. Weymouth. Metropolitan W ater 
District general manager at Los Ange­ 
les. 
None of the equipment or work on 
the project was damaged by the re­ 
cent rains, Weymouth reported. 
Completion itf the excavation phase 
of the building of the 392-mile aque­ 
duct also marked the completion of 
all excavation on the main aqueduct 
with the exception of approximately 
three miles to be driven in the San 
Jacinto tunnel near Banning. This 
will be the last job and may require 


18 months more for completion. 
In addition to the conduits the aque­ 
duct system is made up of 108 miles 
of tunnels, sixty-three miles of canals 
twpnty-eight miles of siphons ar.d 134 
miles of pipe lines.
